From 90 to 95 Per Cent. Germination 
Is Necessary For Grain Seea 


Farmers at the present time are 
very anxtous to ascertain whether 
thelr seed grain was at all affected 
by the bad weather of last falle In 
view of this the following test for 
germination has been obtained from 
an authority on agriculture 

In making a germination test, a 

sat deal of care should be oxercised 
in picking the seed [It ts very im 
poryant that a representative 


should be chosen, that is, larg 


seeds should not be picked out frou 
the cleaned seed, but a sample picked 
at random from the suppl 

In all tests it is recommended tha 

1) seed ould be used. Place the 
seeds in a shallow pan or dish be 
tween two layers of heavy blotting 
paper, which has been soaked in wa 
ter Che dish should be large enough 
to prevent the coeds being crowded 
Keep the blotting paper moist at all 
tine but no free wate hould be 
allowed to stand in the dis! Keep 
the dish at the room temperature of 
60 or 70 degrees
